- ‘And Sold to The United — 
States Mint 


$500,000 HAS BEEN STOLEN 


Two Women are included Among 
Those Arrested for Taking 
‘Part in Plot ie

STOCKTON, Nov, 6—-Federal agents 
today took into custody four mem- 
bers of a gang alleged to have dis- 
posed of $15,000 worth of high grade 
ore said to have been taken from 
Amador county mines. It was re- 
vealed by the arrests that systema- 
tic thefts Had been going on for 
some time. The gold was given 
to a go between, who worked it up 
iuto amalgam and then sold it to 
the United States Mint. More than 
half a million dollars worth of gola 
has been appropriated by Amador 
miners: in the past year officials 
charge.
